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Methoda  of  getting  th*  unemployed 
upon  the  land  aad  providing  work  for 
the  idia  lo  the  eltlaa  was  the  chief 
theme  of  dlaeuealon  at  a  meeting  of 
repreaentatlvaa  of  Karmers*  inMtautc-* 
of  Vancouver  Island,  held  ye.sierd.iy 
111  the  .vietiibera'  room  ot  the  l.egU- 
Intive  Huildinge.  Repreaentall ves  of 
other  public  orgMiiaatlens  were  also 
invited.  Jn  the  course  of  the  dlaeue- 
alon it  waa  made  clear  that  tboac 
preaent  aaw  aa  raaaan  why  man  who 
are  healthy  and  o«t  ol  work  ^outd 
expect  to  be  given  employment  at 
high  ratea  of  wages,  especially  single 
men.  though  U  was  admitir<l  thai  the 
married  man  was  in  Bomcwhat  dlf- 
lerent  position.

Mr  Copetnsn  said,  to  prm  Ide 
hiRh  WMKcs  for  men  who  can  hut 
not  work,  nor  should  the  men 
who  work  be  taxed  to  provide  wagea 
for  su(  h  men  There  waa  no  uae.  he 
aald.  aaklng  the  farmera  to  ealarge 
their  operations  whan  tha  benefit 
accrued  only  to  the  unemployed.

Hon.  Mr.  Harrow,  explaialag  the 
powers  of  the  Land  Sattlameat  Board 
to  make  loans  ta  farmers,  gave  It  as 
hie  opinion  that  If  he  were  owner  of 
a  farm  wUh  bush  to  be  cleared  he 
would  be  lu.
